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Rethinking the 
precincts in BC 


Though the large voter turnout in 
the recent presidential election was 
hailed by many as the end of voter 
apathy, the elevated numbers also 
brought up a new issue in Boyne City 
— namely, a need to revisit the cur- 
rent two-precinct set-up currently in 
use. 

To anyone who turned out to vote 
on Nov. 2, the disparity was evident; 
voters in the smaller precinct 16 — 
with residences north of the river — 
were moved quickly in and out of the 
voting booth, while those in precinct 
17 stood in long lines awaiting their 
turn to cast a ballot. 

“In this election, we had a turnout 
higher than the national average,” said 


Boyne City city clerk Rebecca 
Haynes, “a 70 percent turnout.” 

The imbalance became apparent 
almost immediately, Haynes said, 
with lines for precinct 17 backing up 
from 6:30 a.m. on, while precinct 16 
voters sailed through the process 
quickly. 

According to Haynes, staff and 
commissioners immediately began to 
discuss the need to take a second Jook 
at the two-precinct system. After the 
election, the city charter was con- 
sulted, with research turning up no 
restrictions regarding changes in pre- 
cinct structure. “The charter allows us

to alter boundaries of elec- 
tion precincts whenever we

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Constitution Restoration Act needs support 


TO THE EDITOR: 


The Constitution Restoration Act (CRA) (H.R. 3799/ 
S. 2323) is now pending in Congress and your help is 
urgently needed to make it the law of the land. This criti- 
cal legislation will help take our Federal courts back from 
unelected, ultra-liberal judges who are dismantling our 
Constitution, ruling by ruling. 

Your letters, postcards, E-mails and phone calls to your 
elected Representatives in Congress can play an impor- 
tant role in turning this landmark legislation into law. It’s 
no secret that, for some time now, Federal courts have 
been running roughshod over the Constitution and, 
America is now controlled by a tyranny of Federal judges. 
Nowhere has this tyranny been more dangerous than in 
the courts’ war on religion and faith - - our very right to 
acknowledge God. 

In case after case, unelected judges are literally purg- 
ing God from our public life. But our Founding Fathers, 
whose wisdom never ceases to amaze me, understood this 
danger and provided a way for Congress to deal with the 
matter. Under Article III of the U.S. Constitution, Con- 
gress has the power, the authority, and the responsibility 
to regulate the Federal judiciary, including the U.S. Su- 
preme Court. 

That is exactly what the Constitution Restoration Act 
(CRA) does. Under this bill, Congress would expressly 
prohibit Federal courts from interfering with any expres- 
sion of religious faith by local, state, or Federal officials. 
Our American legal system guarantees our freedom be- 
cause it - unlike any other country’s laws - is based on 
God.

The philosophy, though 
only officially imple- 
mented in Boyne City in 
June of 2003, has been on 


_the radar for some local 


residents for quite some 
time. Local business owner 
and Boyne Area Chamber 
board vice president Leslie 
Neilson has long been on 
board with the Main Street 
concept, having attended a 
Main Street conference in 
Texas a few years ago, and 
serving on the original, un- 
official Main Street board. 
“In Texas, I saw what it 
was doing for other com- 
munities, and [ thought 
‘this is just perfect for our 
community,’” Neilson 
said. “Boyne City has 
come so far in the last 10 
years, but to get a program 
fimplemented] that is 
proven, why reinvent the 
wheel?” 

For Neilson, the contri- 
butions of Main Street are 
varied, but most important 
is, perhaps, the most 
simple: open communica- 
tion, 

“I see it bringing the 
community together, open- 
ing up the lines of commu- 
nication between city, 
chamber, and Main 
Street,” she said. “To me, 
that is the biggest achieve- 
ment. 

The three bodies Neilson 
mentions, in fact, are well 
represented in overlapping 
boards and committees; in 
addition to volunteer over- 
lap, chamber director Scott 
MacKenzte and city man- 
ager Michael Cain are both 
members of the Main 
Street Program board of di- 
rectors. 

“Scott has just been very 
generous with his time and 
advertising [Main Street 
events], and Kelly 
[Larson} recently started 
coming to chamber board 
meetings,” Neilson points 
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“It’s people coming to- 


gether.” 

As a businessowner, 
Neilson has benefitted as 
well, both from taking part 
in the first design services 
workshop last year and, in 
a less tangible way, from 
the programs and events 
that have simply brought 
more folks downtown. 
Case in point: Stroll the 
Streets. 

The event was con- 
ceived of by a handful of 
volunteers last sunimer, to 
increase evening traffic in 
the downtown area by of- 
fering free entertainment 
and activities on Water 
Street each Friday night. 

From musicians to jug- 
glers to gymnasts and lo- 
cal drama students, the 
event blossomed quickly, 
making Boyne City a Fri- 
day night destination. 
Though the event didn’t 
necessarily translate into 
huge economic gain for 
Neilson, she still appreci- 
ated the value of increas- 
ing traffic downtown. “It 
wasn’t like sales were 
{necessarily] better that 
day,” she said. “Even if it 
wasn't impacting my sales 
that day it was impacting 
the overall image of Boyne 
City, [getting people to] 
think of Boyne City as this 
really, neat, cool place to 


go.” 

In the end, performers 
were, rather than being 
hired, simply showing up 
on Friday nights to take 
part in the event. “We 
didn’t know what to ex- 
pect,” manager Larson said 
of the Stroll the Streets 
concept at the outset. “We 
thought it would go well, 
but we didn’t think it 
would go that well.” 

Ditto Boyne Thunder. In 
what the program hopes to 
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Stroll the Streets was a big success for the Main Street Program this summer, with 
performers, musicians, and activities on tap each Friday evening in downtown Boyne 
City. The event was just one of several undertaken by the organization’s Promotions 


Committee this year. 


_one of its signature events, 


the powerboat poker run, 
combined with an already- 
existing Camp Quality 
fund-raiser weekend, was 
a huge success for volun- 
teers, and an unusually 
large project for a first-year 
Main Street program to 
pull off. “I think it’s un- 
usual,’ Larson said, cred- 
iting volunteers, especially 
Vicki Standen and Howard 
Newkirk, for pulling the 
event together. “Without 
the two of them heading it 
up, pushing what really 
needed to be done, it 
wouldn't have been done 
ore as successful.”
